NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) At 5 o’clock President 
Stewaft wired Secretary Carlisle that 
the total subscriptions in this city for 
bonds was something in excess of $45,- 
000,000. This also included the bids 
of three Boston houses, Kidder, Pea- 
body & Co., E. R. Morse & Co, and B. 
L. Day & Co., the first-named firm 
taking $1,300,000, the second $500,000 and 
the last named $1,000,000. 

The largest subscription received this 
afternoon was that of Lazard, Freres 
& Co. for $1,000,000. J. D. Probst & 
Co. came next with $700,000, Ungers, 
Smithers & Co. $500,000 and Hobgarten 
& Co. $250,000. The rest was taken up 
in small bids, ranging from $250,000 to 
$100,000, 

SUCCESS ASSURED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—The suc- 
cess of Secretary Carlisle’s proposed 
bond loan was fully assured when 
the department closed this afternoon, 
as the offers to take bonds received 
today, added to those heretofore re- 
ceived,. make an aggregate of nearly 
$70,000,000. Those today received from 
New York amounted to $45,000,000 and in 
addition offers were received from Bos- 
ton and Chicago. 

Offers will continue to be received 
up to noon tomorrow. The present ex- 
pectation is that the Secretary will 
make public the amounts of the offers 
and the premiums some time tomorrow 
afternoon. «

Evans and [ilorrell Gilad to See 
Friends. 


The Bandits Said to Be in the Neighborhood 
of Camp Badger—Evans Accuses 
His Jailers With Planning 
to Shoot Him. 


By Teélegranh to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—(Special.) 
A Fresn@ dispatch says this evening's 
Expositor announces that there seems 
to be no trouble about everybody ex- 
cept the officers seeing Evans and Mor- 
rell. It publishes an interview with a 
man who has just come down from 
camp Badger in which he says that 
Evans and Morrell are there ready and 
willing to see their friends but are 
keeping out of the way whenever Dep- 
uty Sheriff Peck and his posse put in 
an appearance. 

Evans says that the Sheriff's officers 
in Frespo wanted t« kill him They 
tried to get him to make a break for 
liberty some day. or night when they 
were om guard and prepared and in- 
tended to shoot him and make a great 
ado over.the occurrence and use it as 
political capital. The bandit speaks 
very bitterly on this subject and says 
that he feared for his life. 

“At one time,”’ says Evans, “they in- 
_vited me to make,4 break and left 
everything in apparently a careless 
ecndition to tempt me, but I was up 
to their tricks. I saw that they had 
four or five men hidden ready to shoot 
me down as I would pass out and I 
fooled them... I did not walk out that 
time. I was doing that walking-out 
business to suit myself, and when the 
time came I did it. But the best of it 
was," continued Evans, ‘fhey were 
using Morrell. The Sheriff's office 
thought they had him on their side and 
he was the man who was to get me 
to make a break for liberty, so they 
could shoot me down. But Morrell 
fooled them, He was my friend, and he 
played them to suit himself and they 


as could be. 

“Why,” continued Evans with a show 
of anger in his face, “they had it all 
put up to kill me the same night that 
I escaped. They wanted to kill me. It 
was not their intention or wish to keep 
me in jail if they had any chance to 
shoot me, that was what they wanted 
and that was what they were playing 
for. Morrell was to help me out later 
that night, and the Sheriff was to have 
| four or five men hidden with shotguns 
and just as I stepped into’the yard 
they were to fill me with shot. Then 
they expected to boast about it and try 
to make people believe that they had 
done a great thing. But Morrell was 
just a little too sharp for them, and we 
made the escape before they got their 
men in position to shoot me.” 

Evans is in perfect health now. If 
he has been sick he doesn’t show it. 
He and Morrell lhok as if they had 
experienced good treatment. When 
asked where Evans and Morrell are 
staying it was stated that the bandits 
let nobody, not even their most trusted 
friends, know where their camp is, 
keeping that matter entirely to them- 
selves. In fact the people up there 
seem to prefer not to know where the 
bandits’ camp is. They come out when 
they want to see anybody. 

“There is some sort of an arrange- 
ment whereby, they make appointments 
to meet those who are friendly to 
them,”’ said the informant. “I do not 
know exactly What that arrangement 
is, but they are by no means lost to 
the outside world. No, I don’t know 
who is feeding them, but they suffer 
for none of the necessaries of life and 
they appear t® enjoy themselves. I do 
not know who their friends are, but 
I know a great many people are not 
going to hunt for them, 

“Why, I was told, but not by the 
bandits, that there are scouts con- 
stantly on the lookout for’ every 
stranger or suspicious-looking person 
who comes among the hills, and the 
news ig at once carried to the bandits, 
who are thus kept posted as to all 
movements. They know all the time 
where the posse is, for there have been 
officers there constantly. The officers 
are never lost sight of, day or night, 
and it is pretty certain that Evans and 
Morrel cannot be taken by surprise. 
The fact seems well established that 
Merrell has written letters to Miss 
Kincaid since he left here. The last 
letter was only a few days ago and it is 
said that it has been forwarded to her 
at Los Angeles where she now is.

Himself. 


The Rumor thet Gladstone Will Resign is 
Denied — Vaillant’s Execution Again 
Postponed—The Czar’s Condition 
Improved—Seamen Drowned,

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 3f.—(Copy- 
righted, 1894, by Cable and Associated 


| Press.) The action of Admiral Ben- 


ham in-protecting American ships has 
had a salutary effect. The English 
merchant ships and those of other na- 
tionalities are now coming up to the 
wharves without any sign of molesta- 
tion by the insurgents’ vessels. Ben- 
ham’s bold stand is generally ap- 
plauded. The exchange of shots be- 
tween the insurgent and government 
forces has practically ceased during 
the past twenty-four hours. This is 
the first time for four months that a 
day has passed in which there was not 
more or less firing. 

All foreigners are delighted with the 
result of the American admiral’s con- 
duct. The commanders of the foreign 
fleets held a conference today to dis- 
cuss the action of Benham and resolu- 
tions were adopted fully indorsing the 
course pursued. Much regret was ex- 
pressed at the absence from Rio of 
American Consul-General Townes.. Vice- 
Consul Lewis is little more than a boy 
and Americans hardly think him fitted 
to act as the representative of the 
United States at such a critical junc- 
ture. They say his lack of familiarity 
with diplomatic affairs is liable to lead 
him constantly into blunders. 

Da Gama feels agrieved at Benham. 
He sent a letter to the American ad- 
miral today protesting against the os- 
tentatious manner in which the Ameri- 
can commander had humiliated him. 
He says he will yield for the time to 
superior force, but that as he was com- 
pelled to allow the American ships to 
come to the wharves he has officially 
notified the representatives of all other 
nations that they may do the same. 
.He declares that the insurgents have 
held the harbor for five months and 
Says that now, if the shore batteries 
fire on him, he will be unable to reply 
for fear of hurting neutral ships and 
will also be unable to protect his men. 

Da Gama also sent letters to the of- 
ficers in conference to discuss Ben- 
ham’s action, asking that he might be 
permitted to bombard the city without 
notice. No answer was sent to him, 
but Benham said later to the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent that he would 
grant the insurgent admiral permission 
to bombard the city, though he would 
require forty-eight hours’ notice be 
given so that non-combatants might be 
able to shelter. 

OFFICIAL STATUWS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Neither 
the State or Navy Departments received 
further information during the day of 
the Brazilian situation. Further infor- 
mation has been requested from Ad- 
miral Benham as there seems to be 
one or two. features of the incident 
that are rather vaguely understood by 
the. department. It is not known, and 
is thought to be not true, that any in- 
structions have been sent to Ben- 
ham other than the general instruc- 
tions to all naval commanders to pro- 
tect the rights of American citizens. 
He announced to the Navy Depart- 
ment last Saturday the course he pro- 
posed tG pursue and which was un. 
doubtedly approved before he acted. 

The surrender by Da Gama to Ben- 


and Renham has either signified that 
he understands this or has been warned 
of the fact. His purpose is not to be 
understood as intervening against the 
insurgents, but simply as protecting 
American interests against aggressions 
by the insurgents, and the policy of 
the government is understood to be 
ene of approval of Benham’s cause in 
compelling recognition of the rights of 
American shipping while refraining 
from interference in the intenecine 
struggle in Brazil. 
NEWS VIA BUENOS AYRES, 

BUENOS AYRES, Jan. 31. — Dis- 
patches from Rio say that the insur- 
gents are preparing for a vigorous at- 
tack on Santos and Sao Paulo. 

The news of the firing between the 


gent vessels seems to have been greatly 
exaggerated. Dipatches here say that 
only signal shots were exchanged and 
that none were fired in real earnest. 

The insurgents feel greatly discour- 
aged at Admiral da Gama’s practical 
surrender to the United States admiral, 
and it is reported that the younger of- 
ficers favor having him replaced by a 
more energetic commander. 

FROM THE OTHER SIDE. 

LONDON, Jan. 31.—Naval, political, 
military and commercial circles heartily 
commend the journalistic enterprise of 
the Associated Press in setting all con- 
flicting rumors as to the situation at 
Rio de Janeiro at rest by obtaining 
the exclusive interview with Admiral 
Benham. But for this, conflicting re- 
ports to the effect that Admiral da 


have been current for several days. 

At the Admiralty and Foreign Office, 
Benham’s attitude is heartily approved. 
The Brazilian Minister said to the As- 
gociated Press today that he believed 
the end of the revolt .was imminent.

He is further. authorized to say 
that it is true that many months ago 
Gladstone’s age and condition, sight and 
hearing, made it, in his judgmient, de- 
sirable to be relieved from public cares. 
His tenure of office, which had been li- 
able to interruption from these causes, 
remains exactly as before. Gladstone 
had not said or done anything to re- 
Strain the freedom of his colleagues 
with regard to his future course.

Closing Arguments to Be Made 
Today. 


The Interfational Revenue and Income Taz 
Features Carried—Discussion of the 
Bond Issue Occupies the 
Senate. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Internal Revenue 
Bill was placed as a rider upon the tar- 
iff bill this afternoon by a vote of 175! 
to 56. The entire day was spent in con- 
sideration of amendments to the va- 
rious internal revenue features, The 
principal fight came upon the proposal 
to increase the tax upon Whisky from 90 
cenis to $1, and extend the bonded pe- 
riod from three to eight years. These 
provisions, especially the one looking to 
the increase of the bonded period, were 


bitterly opposed upon both sides of the 


House, and the proposition to extend, 
the bonded period was stricken out, | 
while the increase of the tax from 90, 
cents to $1 was allowed to stand. The 
Kentucky members say this will bring 
ruin and disaster to the whisky inter- 
ests of their State. Kentucky alone 
has over 85,000,000 gallons of whisky in 
bond upon which the tax has increased 
without giving them the benefft of the 
extension of the bonded period, 

Only one other amendment of im- 
portance to the internal revenue fea- 
tures of the bill was carried. It was a 
provision to extend the operation of the 
income tax to all money and personal 
property given or bequeathed by in- 
heritance. This, it is estimated, will in- 
crease the revenue about $3,000,000. 
After the disposal of the Internal reve- 
nue amendments, a row ocurred over 
the amendments to the barley schedule, 
pending last Saturday, and by dint of 
maneuvering, Representative Lockwood, 
who is opposed to them, managed to 
prevent a yote until the hour of recess 
arrived. 

At 12 o’clock tomorrow, according to 
the special order, the tariff bill will be 
reported to the House, three hours will 
be allowed for closing the debate, one 
and a half hours on each side. Ex- 
Speaker Reed will make the elosing 
speech for his side, and Speaker Crisp 
and Chairman Wilson will close the 
Democratic side. At 3 o’clock a vote 
will be taken on the bill, and pending 
amendments. Under the rule the only 
motion which can intervene before the 
final vote is taken upon the passage of 
the bill after the amendments are dis- 
uosed of, is a motion to recommft, with 
or without instructions, As the Repub- 
licans have decided to refuse to join in 
an effort to recommit, it is a foregone 
conclusion that the motion will be de- 
feated if made. 

A setmi-official estimate made by Mr. 
Wilson and some of his friends on the 
committe, gives the bill 34 majority, 
divided as follows: Democrats, 182, and 
Populists, 11; total, 193, as against 126 
Republicans, 32 Democrats and 1 Pop- 
ulist, Mr, Newlands of Nevada; total, 
15°. 

The entire time of the Senate tothay 
was consumed in discussion of the res- 
olution by Senator Stewart declaring 


that the Secretary of the Treasury had.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS, 
REGULAR SESSION, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. $1.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—The res- 
olution denying the authority of the 
Secretary of the Treasury to issue the 
proposed bonds came up. Senator Al- 
len of Nebraska took the floor to reply 
to Senator Sherman's argument of yes- 
terday. He declared the authority te 
issue bonds under the resumption act 
Was not continuing in its power and 
ceased with its first exercises. 

“Does not the duty retiring $300,000,. 
000 continue the same as before?’ in« 
quired Senator Platt. “Is not the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury just as much 
bound to redeem treasury notes pre- 
sented now as before the limitation of 
the redemption of those notes?” 

“No, sir,” replied Senator Allen. 
“Does the Senator hold that if a 
treasury note was now presented the 
Treasurer is not bound to redeem it?” 

“I do.” replied Senator Alfén. “He ie 
not under any act of Congress now ig 
existence.”’ 

Senator Stewart confirmed Senator 
Allen’s statement and said that the 
only intention of the act of 1875 was to 
redeem the $75,000,000 in greenbacks 
and that was the extent of the power 
given by law. 

Senator Allen, in reply to a question 
by Senator Allison, said that the only 
power conferred upon the Secretary of 
the Treasury was to redeem legal 
der notes down to $300,000,000 and when 
they reached that point his power te 
redeem stopped. 

Senator Allison replied: “The re- 
serve of $100,000,000 lying there now is 
for the purpose of redeeming green- 
backs and for no other purpose.” 

Senator Allen maintained that the 
reserve fund was a mere caprice of the 
Secretary of the Treasury and rested 
upon no authority derived from Con- 
gress., The Secretary has power to de- 
stroy the reserve and use it for the ore 


dinary purposes of the government, 


Senator Hoar then said: “I feel 


bound by sense of public duty to de- 


clare it my opinion that the bonds: is- 
sued and sold by the Treasury Depart. 
ment under existing circumstances wil 
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be illegal and will carry no constitu- 

tional or lawful obligation on the gov- 

ernment for payment.” 

Senator Gorman argued that the Re- 

publicans were responsible for the pres- 
ent condition of the treasury, but ad- 
mitted that silver legislation is in part 
fesponsible for the situation. The 
chairman said the principal cause was 
because the Democratic party had 
nt wer. 
theré was no question as to the Secre- 
tary’s power to issue bonds and that 
any question of expenditure ef money 
was a subject for later consideration 
after the money had been secured by 
the sale of bonds. He maintained that 
the Secretary could use money both to 
redeem greenbacks and carry on the

mentor Hawley said the success of 
the Democratic party was responsible 
for the falfing-off in the revenue and 
the depletion of the treasury. 

The bond question went over until to- 
morrow and at 5:25 o’clock the Senate 
adjourned.

RURAL HEGIRA TO CITIES. 


All the World Over People are Flocking from 
the Country to Reside in Towns. 

(New York Sun:)_ One of the remark- 
able secial feature of this era is the 
large and constant movement of popu- 
lation from the country to the cities, 
& movement that tends ta rural depopu- 
lation. It is not confined to any coun- 
try or any part of the earth, but is 
most marked in the oldest and most 
thickly-populated countries of Europe. 
I'tis also a movement of considerable 
importance in this hemisphere, and in 
the newest of all civilized countries, 
Australia. It is best stated, perhaps, 
as a disproportionate growth of towns, 
to the extent that in the past thirty or 
forty years there has been an actual 
diminution of the rural population in 
the greater portion of Europe and in 
many parts of this continent and 
/custralia. 
Perhaps “this movement has _ been 
most marked in Great Britain and Ire- 
land. The migration of population from 
the rural districts to towns was first 
apparent in Wales in 1851. It did not 
become of any importance in England 
until some ten years later. During the 
last twenty years eight countries in 
England and three in Wales have lost 
10 per cent. of their rural population: 
that is, the rural population in those 
countries today is 10 per cent. less than 
it was twenty years ago. In some dis- 
tricts, particularly in the southwest of 
the kingdom, the decrease in rural 
population is as high as 20 to 30 per 
cent. In Scotland the movement to- 
ward the towns began sixty years ago, 
and parliamentary returns show that 
the depopulation has been much'greater 
than in England and Wales, but the 
precise percentage is not stated. The 
Highlands has suffered most, but the 
Lowlands have also lost heavily. The 
returns quoted aver that the formation 
of deep forests, which neceessitates the 
dispossession and driving away whole- 
sale of very many families, has played 
no important part in the depopulation 
of the rural. districts. This indicates 
that to some deeper underlying cause 
must be ascribed the great general 
exodus from the rural regions. 

The depopulation of Ireland has been 
continuous and severe, and general 
throughout the country. It has not 
been a rural depopulation only, but a 
general emigration from town and 
county. It began before the great 
famine of 1846, and has continued ever 
since. But even in Ireland, with this 
general decrease of the population as a 
whole, there has been a great increase 
in the population of many towns. Bel- 
fast has increased remarkably. 

There seems to exist nowadays on 
the part of many rural-born persons 
an aversion to country life, and, it 
would seem, an aversion that is spread- 
ing. Reasons to account for this are 
plentiful, and will readily be conceived. 
Whether there is any remedy, and 


whether a remedy is required, are other 
questions. 


Value of a Signature. 

(Boston Herald:) An important mat- 
ter to teach a girl is the value of her 
signature. If the habit is once formed 
of attaching her full name to every 
letter she writes, with her address, it 
may save a. great deal of trouble in 
future times, should her letters be lost 
by mail. She should be taught the re- 
sponsibility. which she assumes in thus 
signing her name, and she is not likely 
then to write silly and foolish letters 
which she would gladly recall. She 
should also learn that she must not 
affix her name to any list of individuals, 
any society or any document without 
knowing fully’ what responsibility she 
is assuming. The matter may seem 
trivial, but she should give time to 
thought in all matters where her name 
is asked for and not trust even to her 
dearest friend against her own judg- 


ment.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 31.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)« Evening Bee's 
Vina special says that last Saturday 
evening Mrs. Leland Stanford arrived 
in her private car at this place. Since 
the death of Gov. Stanford she has 
made it a rule to visit Vina vineyard 
about once a month; these visits being 
for the purpose of consulting the heads 
of the differene departments in charge 
of this great estate.

A MINERAL BONANZA. 


Senator Jones Tells of His Acquisition of New 
Gold Property. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 31.—(Spe- 
cial.) Senator John P. Jones of Ne- 
vada was reported by private letter, 
received here a few days ago, to have 
invested heavily in the new gold dis- 
trict in the mountains near Durango, 
Colo. It was stated that Sam Jones, @ 
brother of the Senator, was on the 
ground, and that Marcus Daly, the 
copper king, and Delamar, owner of 
the Big Delamar mines, had bought 
different properties there, while Dwight 
Crittenden and other experts and 
moneyed men of this city had gone to 
the purported Eldorado. 

There is a very interesting story told 
in this connection by Senator Jones 
himself. He is back from Washington 
for a ten days’ stay and has récently 
spent a little time in Denver. “It was 
while in Denver,” he said yesterday, 
“that I first heard of this new district. 
A man named Baker came to me there 
and told me about it. The gold fields 
are about seven miles north of Durango 
in the La Plata Mountains, at an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet, and there is ten 
feet of snow there now. Because of 
this we cannot tell exactly what the 
country is like. The snow is too deep 
to do anything. owever, when I 
heard of the quantity of low-grade 
quartz there I wired my brother Sam 
and he went down, and while there 
bonded a number of claims. 

“The story of the ledge as told me by 
Baker seemed almost too big to be- 
lieve. He reported’ to me that the 
ledge was from 200 to 300 feet thick, 
flat, and cut clear through the moun- 
tain. The ore is of low grade, which 
was just what he wanted. An inspec- 
tion of the great ledge was made. We 
found it, as near as we could judge, 
as he had represented it to be. It was 
of hard quartz and having gold ap- 
parently all though. The ledge was 
not deoxidized, but very solid and 
nearly flat, cutting through the moun- 
tains. We located about half a mile of 
the face of it. The ledge was in size 
what had been stated, or say from 
200 to 250 feet thick; possibly in some 
places it might go down 100 feet and 
then again to 200 feet. Pieces of quartz 
float when tested were found to run $6 
a ton gold, and none of the ledge any- 
where went less than this. 

“Should the ledge prove, when the 
snow goes off, to be what it is repre- 
sented, bigger mills will be required 
than have ever been put up before and 
they can run for an endless period, for 
the supply of quartz is enormous.”

Papago Cattle-thieves Brought 
. to Justice. 


Another Railroad to Connect With the New 
North and South Line—The Soutnerp 
Pacific’s Latest Purchase—A 
Mexican Murderer.

TUCSON, Jan. 29.—The Papago In- 

dians of Southern Pima county have 

frequently been held forth as self-sus- 


taining, asking and receiving no help 


from Uncle Sam, and refusing to move 
to the reservation. Today in a justice’s 
court one of the big items of their sup- 
port was brought to light. Two In- 
dians, Jose Juan and Andres, were held 
for the grand jury for cattle-stealing. 
They were trailed for three days by 
the cattiemen, who at last overtook 
them with the carcasses of stock of 
their brands. Doubtless their usual 
haunts will not know them for the next 
two years, while they are at Yuma 
prison. Their fellows will be policed 
and doubtless a dozen more Indians 
will join them at Yuma shortly. Hun- 
dreds of cattle have been stolen by the 
Papagos in the past several months. 
Often the beef was sold to Mexican 
placer miners. The meat brought very 
low prices, $2.50 for two hind quarters 
being a not unusual figure. 
CO-PA-GA ON THE WARPATH. 
Co-pa-ga, the war chieftess. of the 
Wallapai tribe dug up a boulder re- 
cently and proceeded to have a little 
of her own kind of fun.

CHECKERS AN ANCIENT GAME. 
During the long winter evenings the 
game of checkers is a favorite pastime 
with many people in Arizona. Few 
who indulge in this game realize, how- 
ever, that it originated thousands of 
years ago, and, if not a native Ari- 
zona soil, was played here long ore 
the discovery of America by Columbus. 
Slates of stone marked like checker 
boards, together with the pieces used in 
the game, have been found in the an- 
cient cliff dwellings of New Mexico and 
Arizona. The game is now common 
among the Zuni Indians of the Terri- 
tory. Among them it is known as the 
“A wi thdak na kive,” or “stone war- 
rior.”” The 144 squares of the board 
are marked diagonally, and on the 
intersection of these at each end are 
set seven round pieces, To distinguish 
them apart, one set is perforated, and 
in each set one piece is much longer 
than the other, and is known as “ 
thlan shi wani,” or the “Priest of the 
Bow.”

The Heat of the Sun. 

(New York Ledger:) The mechanical 
energy of one square yard of the sun’s 
surface would keep an ocean steamship 
under full headway. If all the coal in 
the earth were put into one large heap 
and kindled with an unlimited supplv 
of oxygen for its combustion, it would 
not give out heat sufficient to replace 
that lost by the sun in one-thousandth 
part of a second of time. In the balt 
of flaming matter which we call the sun 
clouds of carbon are continually rising 
to the surface, and remain there to 
glow with inconceivable intensity. 

By the help of photography, aided by 
the spectroscope, the cloudy surface 
of the sun can now be examined.

FOR A TOWN. 


The Southern California 
Road’s Fight. 


The Company Likely to Lose 
the Town Site. 


A Receiver Wanted for the Colorado 
Midland Line. 


Union Pacific Employees’ Case in Court— 
Roads Dealing With the Scalpers— 
General Local and Per- 
sonal Mention. 


The San Francisco Chronicle of Tues- 
day had this: ‘An interesting case 
promises soon to.be made of record in 
the Circuit Court of Appeals. That 
tribunal will be asked to reverse a de- 
cision by which the California South- 
ern Railroad Company, a branch of the 
Santa Fe system, has been deprived of 
all property rights in the town of Bar- 
stow, San Bernardino county. Attorney 
Henry Ach of this city enjoys the 
distinction of having won from ‘the 
railroad the entire town. Ach repre- 
sents Jesse Lilienthal of New York, 
successor in interest to one Bugbee, 
who was the original settler on the 
prope in controversy. Barstow is 
situat on the land claimed by Bug- 
bee, and, being the terminal point of 
the California Southern line, is a town 
of no little importance. Some twenty 
- acres of land the railroad improved by 
the erection of depot buildings, machine 
shops and storehouses and the mapping 
out of switch yards, depot grounds and 
the like. All of this valuable property 
the railroad now stands in a fair way 
to lose in consequence of a decision ren- 
dered in favor of Lilienthal by Circuit 
Judge Ross at Los Angeles. Lilienthal 
sued to eject the railroad company, 
claiming that the corporation occupied 
his property without any right of law. 

“The railroad claimed a title growing 
out of the act of Congress of 1875, pro- 
viding how and in what manner rail- 
road corporations might acquire gov- 
ernment land on their right-of-way for 
station grounds, switch-yards and the 
like. Judge Ross held, however, that 
the railroad did not comply with the 
provisions of the laws He considered 
that the title of Lilienthal could not 
be impeached, and directed judgment 
accordingly. The effect of the court’s 
decision was to award Lilienthal prac- 
tically the entire town of Barstow, to- 
gether with all the railroad company’s 
buildings and ~-other improvements. 
Counsel for the railroad did not rest 
quietly under this sweeping judgment, 
but promptly presented a motion for a 
new trial. That motion Judge Ross 
has now denied in an opinion which 
still more strongly affirms the rights of 
Lilienthal.” 

COLORADO RECEIVER- 

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 31.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Central Trust Com- 
pany of New York has applied to the 
Federal Court for a receiver for the 
Colorado Midland road, which the com- 
pany avers will default on the interest 
due tomorrow on $4,800,000 bonds. The 
court has taken e matter under ad- 
visement. This action makes evident 
the import of the gathering here with- 
in the past three days of the receivers 
of the Atchison system and trust com- 
pany representatives. The Colorado 
Midland is separately operated as a 
portion of the Atchison system, the 
main line reaching from Colorado 
Springs to Newcastle, Colo, aggregat- 
ing, with branches, 350 miles. In addi- 
tion to the mortgage on which interest 
is likely to be defaulted the road has a 
first mortgage amounting to $6,250,000 
and other mortgages of $868,000, besides 
floating debts amounting to $2,000,000, 
which the management has been un- 
able to meet. The bonds are in the 
hands of the Central Trust Company of 
New York as trustees and’ this com- 
pany made an application for a re- 
ceiver. Pending the decision Judge 
Caldwell issued an injunction restrain- 
ing all persons from interfering with 
the road by attachment or otherwise. 

EMPLOYBES ASK FOR TIME. 


DENVER, Jan. 31.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) Judge Hallett has desig- 
nated Monday next as the day on 
which he would hear the argument in 
the application of the Union Pacific 
to have the order of Judge Bundy in 
the matter of a reduction of wages en- 
tered and approved by him. This is in 
opposition to the employees, who, 
through their attorney, asked for sixty 
days in which to prepare their case. 

WILL BE CARRIED HIGHER. 

CHEYENNE, Jan. 31.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Judge Reymer has 
agreed to hear the railroad men’s ob- 
jection to the order signed by Judge 
Dundy next Monday. If Judge Rey- 
mer signs the order the cases will be 
carried to the higher court. 

SCRAP HEAP. 


General Passenger Agent Goodman 
of the Southern Pacific was at his desk 
Monday for the first time since his re- 
cent, illness. 

The Atchison barely touches. the 
southeast corner of Iowa, but its re- 
ceivers have been confirmed in that 
State by due process of a Keokuk 
court. 

With the Colorado Midland in the 
hands of receivers, only two lines in the 
Santa Fe system will remain out of the 
receivership—the Southern California 
and Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe. 

The Pennsylvania system, the Big 
Four and the Lake Erie and Western 
Have been served with notices of boy- 
cott by the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion unless they immediately ceased the 
manipulation of rates through Western 
territory. 

A grain war of high degree has sprung 
up like a mushroom between Missouri 
River points and Chicago. The trouble 
has been seething for some time, 
but openly assumed large propor- 
tions on the 25th. The last effect of the 
disturbance was the quotation on that 
date, by the Atchison, of a 9 cent mte 
on wheat and an 8 cent rate on corn 
from Missouri River .:points to Chicago. 
. A corps of surveyors is at work be- 
tween Colorado Springs and Cripple 
Creek along the ute of Bear Creek 
Canyon. The distance is only twenty- 
five miles. Thus far the great gold 
camp is reached only by the Santa Fe 
road through the Midland Terminal, 
while the Denver and Rio Grande is 
fhuilding from Florence. The Rock Is- 
Jand is responsible for the new route 
now being surveyed. 

Chairman Caldwell has issued a sweep- 
ing order that no association line should 
have any deaiings, either directly or 
fndirectly, with scalpers. From inves- 
tigations he has made it appears that 
several. Western lines have made ex- 
‘tensive deals with scalpers, 
in Eastern cities, for the sale of mileage 
books and ticket orders. Under associa- 
tion rules such deals are illegal, and the 
chairman ordered their immediate can- 
cellation.

“OLD GLORY.’’ 


The Flag Must Fly Continuously—A Point o 
Patriotism. 

There is no let up from the indig- 
nant veterans and patriots generally 
in New. York, Ohio and; one or tw 
States in their expression of disap- 
proval of the absence of “Old Glory” 
from the National Capitol building at 
They continue to deluge Gon- 
gress with petitions asking for an ap- 
propriation with which to purchase and 
have constantly flying an~American 
flag over the United States Capitol. 
There have been two misleading re- 
ports circulated connection with the 
absence of a fi at all times upon the 
National Capito] building. There are 
flagstaffs upon the north and south 
ends of the Capitol, and immediately 
when the Senate and House convene 
are run up by direction of the sergeant- 
at- arms of those two bodies, and when 
adjournment. is had the flags are run 
down. This is done for the purpose of 
indicating to those in the. distance 
whether or not either house of Congress 
is in session. Then there is on the 
central portion of the building, west 
the city, another flag- 

It has always been supposed that this 
was a general staff and upon it would 
always fly the American flag. There 
is a dispute as to whether under Re- 
publican administrations the flag was 
always flying on this staff, the Repub- 
licans now contending that it could 
always be seen, while the Democrats 
hold that it was only flown when the 
Superior Court was in session. Be that 
as it may Republicans in both branches 
of Congress contend that this staff 
is for a flag representing the Union 
and that a flag for it must always be 
kept in view; that there is no law for 
or sense in having it flying simply when 
the Supreme Court is in session. The 
capitol. buildings in all foreign countries 
are always distinguished by the flag 
of the country and it is kept flying at 
all times. There is always a flag flying 
over the White House and each one of 
the eight executive departments and 
this technical ruling of the leaders of 
the party in control at the Capitol 
that the general flag over the central 
portion of the building is not to rep- 
resent the Union, but the sessions of 
the Supreme Court, is undoubtedly 
born of a lack of patriotism. At any 
rate a bill is to be passed making an 
appropriation for a flag to be hoisted 
over the Capitol continuously.

Commission, 


Lists to Be Kept of All Those Who Fail to 
Report for Work—The Names 
Now on the 
Roll. 


The Labor Commission met yester- 
day and prepared a list of names of 
the unemployed to be put to work 
this morning. It has been arranged 
that a record shall be kept of the num 
ber of those who do not report for 
duty this morning. Another list will 
be made out of other applicants equal 
in number to that of those who do not 
report for duty. This list will be posted 
in front of the City Hall this afternoon. 
The same course in regard to those 
who do not report for <luty will be 
taken tomorrow, and each succeeding 
day, and a list made up from appli- 
cants not yet employed will be posted 
each afternoon. As the wages to be’ 
paid are but $1 per day, it is expected 
that the number of those working will 
be constantly diminished, as they find 
better jobs and the places of those 
who leave will be filled with other ap- 
plicants. It is expected that for the 
present the men on the list made out 
yesterday will be kept at work so long 
as they report each morning for duty. 

As an improvement on the present 
cumbrous system of making out a sep- 
arate demand for the wages of each of 
the men, it is expected that some ar- 
rangement will be made whereby the 
money can on each alternate day 
taken to the places where the mén are 
working, and paid to them there. In 
the list made out yesterday there are 
350 men, besides the foremen and men 
with teams.

ARIZONA. 


There are several important coloni- 
gation enterprises now under way ‘in 
Arizona which promise to largely in- 
crease the population of that Territory 
within the next few years. The ad- 
vance which has been made by Arizona 
in a horticultural direction during the 
past five years has been quite remarka- 
ble. A dozen years ago, when the 
Tombstone mines drew the attention 
of the country to the land of sunshine 
and silver, scarcely anyone outside of 
the Territory was aware that any- 
thing but cactus and mesquit could 
be made to grow down there. Now, 
however, there are already . thousands 
upon thousands of acres of orchard and 
vineyard along the~ valleys of. the 
Salt and Gila rivers and canals have 
been constructed which will irrigate 
sufficient lands for hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres more. Already Arizona 
fruits are being shipped East in con- 
siderable quantities and may be found 
in the markets of the great cities. 
Arizona is just now in the transition 
stage, through which California passed 
about twenty-five years ago, and, judg- 
ing from what has already been ac- 
complished, we may expect to see a 
wonderful transformation in the Terri- 
tory within the next decade. 

With statehood, which now appears 
to be a certainty within a very brief 
time, the land of the Gila monster and 
sahuara will enter upon its careeT as 
a garden instead of a desert and will 
add one more to the marvelous proofs 
of what cam be accomplished in the 
arid West by means of water. The 
people of Los Angeles watch with in- 
terest and sympathy the development 
of this Territory which they regard as 
a portion of their back country. 


THE PRECIOUS METALS. 


The annual report of the precious 
metals produced in the Western States 
and Territories during 1893, which was 
published in The Times a few days 
ago, furnishes some interesting food 
for reflection. The total product of 
‘gold, silver, copper and lead for the 
twelve months amounted to $104,081,591. 
The falling off during the past five years 
has been steady and it is shown by 
the following figures: 
$127,677 ,836 


Of the total product of gold, amount- 


ing to about $31,500,000, the largest 
amount was produced by California, 
which yielded over $11,000,000 of ‘the 
yellow metal. Next comes Colorado, 
$7,229,643, Montana with $3,100,500, 
and Dakota with $2,283,000. In the pro- 
duction of silver Colorado is.far in the 
Jead, having shipped silver bullion by 
express to the amount of $16,369,257. 
Montana comes second with $10,730,000, 
after which there is a big drop to 
Idaho, with $1,481,973, and Nevada with 
$1,236,869. it will thus be seen that the 
total product of gold and silver 1n Colo- 
rado amounted to more than $23,500,000, 
placing it far in the lead among the 
States and Territories as a producer of 
the precious metals, Montana coming 
next with about $13,800,000. Colorado 
has rapidly come to the front in this re- 
spect during the past few years, while 
Arizona has gone backward. The silver 
product of Arizona for the twelve 
months only amounted to $225,000. This 


| 


is a big falling off since the days when’ 


the Tombstone mines were in their 
glory, Colorado and Montana now have 
a Mght to figure as the leading mineral 
producers of the United States. In 
view of the changes which have taken 
place within the past ten years, it 
would, however, be rash to predict that 
this supremacy will long continue: 
There are other sections which may in 
turn come to the front. Even Alaska, 
which produced in 1893 gold to the 
amount of nearly $1,000,000, may before 
many years become a serious cempeti- 
tor of those States and Territories which 
are now in the first rank as bullion 


The production of the precious metels 
changes from year t& year 


much more rapidly than that of agri- 
cultural products. One strike by some 
lucky prospector in an out-of-the-way 
region may have the effect of adding 
millions to the bullion product of the 
State or Territory in which that region 
is located. 

The reason for the steady decline in 
the total bullion product of the country 
during the past five years may doubt- 
less be found in the great decrease 
which has taken place during that 
period in the value of silver. In reckon- 
ing the value of the silver bullion 
shipped during 1893, Wells, Fargo & 
Co., who prepared this statement, take 
74 cents per ounce as the present aver- 
age price. This is a tremendous drop 
from the rate of 85 to 95 cents which 
was prevalent only a very few years 
ago. In fact it makes all the differ- 
ence between profit and loss, except in 
cases where silver ore of exceptional 
richness is found, and in such cases, 


as all miners know, it is only once in 


a lifetime that there is quantity as 
well quality. It cannot be expected 
that there will be any marked reviv 
in silver mining until the status of the 
white mé¢tal has been established on a 
firmer basis. 

Meantime, however, “what is one 
man’s meat is another man’s poison,” 
and the decline in silver mining has 
given a decided impetus to the search 
for gold, which is now being prosecuted 
from Alaska to Mexico with a vigor 
which has not been known for many 
years. In this movement California is 
more directly interested than any other 
State or Territory, as when it comes 
to the production of gold this State 
has at present no serious competitor, 
except, perhaps, Colorado. It is a com- 
mon belief among those who have not 
investigated the subject that the gold 
mines of California are played out. 
This, according to the almost unani- 
mous testimony of experts, is a great 
error. It is true that the visible 
sources of placer gold have been de- 
pleted, and that the more easily-worked 
quartz veins have been taken up, but 
deep down in the Sierra Nevada there 
are still thousands and millions of 
dollars’ worth of gold, a considerable 
portion of which will in gime be added 
to the wealth of the world. Even in 
Southern California, as we have fre- 
quently remarked, there is much gold, 
and, judging from recent indications, 
we shall soon see a more systematic 


attempt to develop gold mining in this 
region. 


THOSE BONDs. 


It would be a most desirable thing if 
Mr. Carlisle would make some effort 
to have a considerable proportion of 
the new bonds distributed among the 
mass of the people. There are bonds 
of the denominations of $50 and $100 
which would be within the reach of 
persons Of moderate means. The hold- 
ing of national bonds by a large num- 
ber of people is desirable both for the 
nation and for the people. This has 
been the chief secret of the great 
financial strength of France under diffi- 
culties which would have swamped 
almost any other nation. _if the bonds 
of this country were issued in smaller 
denominations and some pains taken to 
popularize them among the people such, 
for instance, as by making the interest 
payable at money order offices, “we 
should soon hear less about the 
“bloated bondholders.”

It is sincerely to be hoped that means 
may be found to resume active work 
on the canal. It is far too important 
an enterprise to be allowed to die out, 
even..temporarily. Every day’s delay 


in the completion of the canal is a di- 


rect loss to the Pacific Coast.

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WORK OF WOMEN. 


The Parliament in Session 
| at Pomona. 


Interesting Papers Read Before 
the Meeting. . 


Education and the Poverty Problem 
Discussed. 


‘‘Man, and How to Live With Him in the 
Household,’’ the Subject of the 
Closing Debate—Delegates 
in Attendance. 


The Woman’s Parliament of South- 
ern California finished its fourth ses- 
sion in the M. E. Church at Pomona 
yesterday. Distinguished and elo- 
quent wemen from the seven counties 
were present, and if there are any old 
“hayseeds’”” who think that ‘‘woman’s 
sphere’ is simply washing dishes, sew- 
ing and baking, and they could have 
put their heads into this crowd of 
visitors, these same old ‘“‘hayseeds”’ 
would have thought they had dropped 
into another world. Every branch of 
woman’s work was discussed and in- 
cluded such weighty subjects as ‘‘Edu- 
cation,”’ ‘““‘The Poverty Problem,” ‘Oc- 
cupation,” “The Home” and the sub- 
jects were handled in a most admira- 
ble manner. In fact a poor, forlorn 
man could not help asking the ques- 
tion, ““‘Where am I at?’ 

The parliament met Tuesday Phorn- 
ing and the time was spent in routine 


business. The meeting opened with 
prayer and was followed by music, 
roll call, reading of minutes, reports 


of secretaries, treasurer and other 
routine matters. Tuesday afternoon 
the subject of “‘Edutation’’ was taken 
up, and interesting and _ instructive 
papers read by Mrs. Isabel W. Pierce 
of Los Angeles and Mrs. Mary Ben- 
nett Goodcell of San Bernardino. The 
subject of Mrs. Pierce’s paper was 
“The Kindergarten’’ and of Mrs. Good- 
cell's paper Hizh School.’’ Both 
of the ladies showed thorough knowl- 
edge of this work and received and 
merited the applause of the audience. 

At 8 o’clock Tuesday evening the par- 
liament took wp the poverty problem. 
The first address was by Mrs. Myra 
D. Campbell of Los Angeles. Her 
subject was “Bricks Without Straw.”’ 
She held that the inequality of master 
and slave, ,riches and poverty and 
strength and weakness had been a 
subject which had interested and 
troubled mankind ever since the edict 
went forth that man should live by the 
sweat of his brow. 

Next followed a duet by the Misses 
Means and an address by Rev. Ada C. 
Bowles of the Universalist Church, 
Pomona. Her subject was “Can the 
Incompetent be Made Self-supporting?’’ 
Mrs. Bowles has gained an enviable 
reputation upon the Pacific Coast by 
her talent and taste in the literary 
field. The ject was handled in a 
manner. which showed careful study, 
and many good suggestions were made 
in regard to incompetent men and 
women and their care. 

WEDNESDAY SESSION. 


Wednesday morning the spacious 
church was filled with women, all in- 
terested in woman’s work. 
ing was called to order by the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Elmira Stevens of Los 
Angeles. 

The first subject discussed was “The 
Trained Nurse.”” A paper was read by 
the general secretary, Mrs. Mary 58. 
Gibeon of Los Angeles, the author's 
name being withheld by request. 
Louise M. Harvey, M. D., of Los 
Angeles also read an interesting and 
instructive paper upon the dutits and 
helps of the trained nurse and a gen- 
eral discussion followed, in wnich Mrs. 
Bowles, Dr. Block of Pasadena and 
other women engaged. 

In the paper and general discussion 
which followed the noble work of 
women in this department was fully 
explained. 

The next paper was on ‘Seed, Bulb 
and Plant-growing.”’ The subject was 
handled by Mrs. T. B. Shepherd of 
Ventura. The ladies found that the 
cultivation of plants was useful and in- 
structive and that household duties 
were certainly lightened by the help 
of these silent messengers Of love and 
beauty. Mrs. Shepherd said tht there 
was no reason why California should 
not supply the thousands of dollars 
worth of seeds and bulbs that are an- 
nually imported into the United States. 

‘The Home’ was the next subject 
discussed. A paper was read by Mrs. 
Ella P. Hubbard of Los Angeles. Mrs. 
Hubbard was by no means in favor of 
giving over all the work of the home 
to servants, but held that there was 
no higher nor better work for woman 
then to make home happy. She held 
that the public schools should teach 
cooking and household cares and that 
brains and education were nevessary in 
doing the work of the home and that 
as long as the work was turned over 
to ignorant servants the self-respecting 
girls would not prepare themselves for 
the work. Wanton waste of household 
supplies was a sin, and the training 
of household servants a necessity. She 
was followed by Mrs. Mary Gould of 
Los Angeles who advanced some new 
thoughts on the same subject. Mrs. 
Galbreth thought there was no use in 
a mother breaking her back at home 
when her strong son was at play. Her 
address was strongly applauded and 
well received. Teach your sons to help 
their mothers. Housekeepers lived in 
terror of a possible “somebody’’ who 
might come in. The president thought 
co-operative home work was the proper 
thing for the household. The girls 
should not be afraid of the upright 
piano of old time. A mother ought to 
be ashamed to make an evening dress 
for a young girl who is yet in school. 
Rev. Ada Bowles, Rev. Florence 
Pierce and others made _ interesting 
speeches on the subject. 

The parliament closed with a meet- 
ing Wednesday evening. The subiect 
was “Man, and How to Live Rightly 
With Him in the Household.” 

The meeting has been full of interest 
throughout. The ladies proved con- 
clusively that the Bible, economy,, in- 
terest in the home and the philosoph- 
ical and chemical analysis of food was 
not on the wane, but on the incfease 
in the home—woman’s greatest place 
to work.

The total front- 
age less that on the protest would be 
354.64 feet, which amount is 87.48 feet 
less than the frontage the consent of 
which is required. 

After duly considering the above the 
permit, as issued by the board, was re- 
voked.

Another Warnon Healing 
Exhibition. 


The Faith Curist Puts on Some 
Church Polish. 


Does Not Forget the Central Figure, 


Warnon, However. 


Last Night's Meeting at the First Paptist 
Church—What the Ministers of the 
City Think of Him—Plain 
Expressions of Opinion. 


Another demonstration of the alleged 
gift of healing was made by the faith- 
cure evangelist, Rev. F. Warnon, last 
night, the place chosen being the Cen- 
tral Baptist Church, corner of South 
Broadway and Sixth streets. Perhaps 
it should be explained, in justice’ to 
Mr. Warnon, that he is very particular 
to assert that God does the healing and 
not himself, as at the commencement 
of the Christian era miracles were per- 
formed, and it may be that the ardent 
support he receives from Pastor Will- 
jam Stevens, of the Gospel Tabernacle 
Church, is thus accounted for; also, the 
warm enthusiasm of Pastor Daniel 
Read of the First Baptist Church. - 

“We have been praying that God 
would make this an occasion for the 
salvation of souls as well as. the heal- 
ing of bodies,” said Pastor Read last 
night, just before Mr. Warnon began 
his part of the proceedings, and he re- 
called an expression made by Mr. War- 
non, sOme time ago, at the Temperance 
Temple, to the effect that the chief de- 
Sire of the faith-cure exponent was to 
Save souls—the healing of the bodies 
being only seeondary thereto. It is 
patent, however, to a casual observer 
that the attention of Mr. Warnon is 
mainiy devoted to physical things. 

The atmosphere of the church did not 
80 well agree with the faith curist as 
did that of the Music Hall last Sunday, 


and when, with much of sanctimonious 


presentation, the faith-curist indulged 
in a grandiloquent expatiation upon the 
benefit of Christian rest, he found that 
while the audience was all attention, 
it was slightly more critical than were 
his hearers three days previous. . 
The intensely spiritual nature of the 
pastor, Mr. Reed, and the accustomed 
sacred nature of the place, did - hot 
geem to permit the same freedom _of 
manner on the part of the speaker, and 
he was more reserved, even rather 
apologetic and remonstrative. .He 
seemed to have an eye to the main 
thing, however, of having himself ap- 
pear to the best advantage, and much 
of his fluent garrulousness seemed to 
have a desire underlying it all to pre- 
sent. «avery fine appearance for ‘War- 
non. Occasionally he yielded to the 
frequent temptation to use vulgarisms 
of speech, as when, exhorting his lis- 
teners to renounce the evil things of a 
sinful life, he advised them, in the lan- 
guage of the ring, to “throw up the 
sponge.”” But, everything considered, 
e was better behaved, though with 
the same total lack of dignity, and his 
exhortation seemed to be just as hollow 
as ever—as hollow as the tone of his 
voice and the manner of.his delivery. 
At times he attempted to be dramatic. 
The meeting was opened by Pastor 
Read with a reading from one of the 
gospels recording the calling of Peter 
and Andrew and James and John from 
their ficshing-nets to follow Jesus, and 
containing an account of the miracu- 
lous works of Christ in casting out the 
unclean spirits and healing the sick 
“The wise men of the world,”’ remarked 


the minister, ‘‘never would have called 


such men as those fishermen, but they 


would have insisted upon having ~-in- 


fluential-men:"’ This was evidently ‘a 
hint to the audience to accept Mr. WGr- 
mons crédentials as satisfactory. 
When Mr. Read was through with 
reading the scripture, Mr. Warnon and 
his loyal champion, Rev. Stevens, came 
forward and tock seats in the pulpit. 
Rev. Victor Henry of the Ventura B4p- 
tist Church led in prayer, and after 
Some hymns, Rev. Stevens also prayed, 
asking for “a especial unction of the 
spirit,”” to which several devout ‘‘amens” 
were responded. 
Pastor Read deemed it opportune then 
to say a word in behalf of Mr. Warnon, 
and predicted that at the second coming 
of Christ, all the sick would be healed— 
the lame would leap, according to Isaiah 


xXXxyY. 

Mr. Warnon began with effusive 
‘thanks to Dr. Read, and then asked for 
‘a text from the audience, ‘‘according to 
our custom—a text from such as are 
moved by the Holy Ghost.’’ Plenty of 
them were quoted. He chose Christ’s 
words: “‘Come unto me all ye that 
fabor and are heavy laden and I wil! 
give you rest,”’ etc., and immediately 
launched forth upon a pretentious dis- 
play of religious elaboration and erudi- 
tion, emphasized now -ind then by hys- 
terical outbursts, apparently supposing 
ft all to be a fervent appeal to those 
present to come to salvation. The great 
trouble with all his harrangue seemed 
to be a total lack of sincerity. A great 
deal of time was thus taken up witheut 


any apparent .effect upon the audience;, 


at least, nobody manifested any dispo- 
Sition to “come.” He followed his flow 
of talk with the briefest kind of: a 
prayer, and made the stereotyped re 
Quest: all of God’s. people. say 
-Some said “amen.”

There were the old stand-by tumors, 
and the details he went into must have 
been delectable to his own ears. To 
other ears—to refined ears—he was 
offensivety plain, if there be such things 
as modesty and a sense of propriety. 
There were ladies, though, in the audi- 
ence who willingly corroborated his 
statements. Perhaps, after all, it is 
necessary to be plain when dealing 
with tumors. 

Secing a Times reporter present he 
could not refrain from a personal al- 
lusion, and hoped the “brother’’ would 
“write down” what he said as to his 
own position in the work, to wit, sub- 
stantially: First, he did not heal or 
profess to do the healing himself; sec- 
ond; “he d not guarantee a cure; 
third, both human faith and the divine 
will were necessary; fourth, he was Only 
an agent in the hands of God. Some- 
times people did not get benefited the 
first time; then they should come 
again. Secret sins or other reasons 
frequently stood in the way of other- 
wise possible cures—this as a sort of 
saving clause for his doctrine in case 
of failure—and very few persons were 
perfectly cured instanter. 

From thé audience came quite a num- 
ber of testimonies principally from 
women, who to all appearances had 
been benefited in various ways, and 
were filled. with gratitude, and one-poor, 
str mmering man, impressed with the 
volume and nature of the attestants, 
begged for relief then and there. 

dear brother,” responded the 
miracle-worker, ‘‘we have the utmost 
sympathy for you, but you are out of 


order. God can cure everything.” So 
the poor fellow had to wait. 
The testimonies had just begun 


when Mr. Warnon broke out, with much 
promposity, with: “Out of the mouths 
of two or three witnesses shall every- 
thing be established, why (raising his 
voice to a high pitch) we could get 
3000 of them.”’ / 

It was a glorious opportunity to ac- 
quaint the audience with his scheme 
of advertising, so he read from some 
manuscript which he propses to have 
printed in pamphlet form, how “after 
@ momentary prayer by F. W.,” a deaf 
mute could hear a whisper. It 
was indeed a grand opportunity, so he 
read very copiously, and succeeded in 
getting a scribbled puff of his work 
into the ears of his audience if it 
never goes any further. 

Among those who gave testimony 
to his cures was Mrs. Fitch, the super- 
intendent of the Baptist Chinese Mis- 
sion, and Dr. Reed came forward to 
say that he had known the lady for 
three years,:-and knew her in her former 
condition: of suffering. There was no 
question as to the manifest honesty of 
of the witnesses who arose in every part 
of the auditorium, and Mr. Warnon 
was highly gratified. He did not fail to 
add whatever was omitted, and de- 
scribed some cases that might other- 
wise have-been overlooked. 

The next thing on the programme 
was the healing of the afflicted and the 
way the people of both sexes crowd 
around him indicated either simple 
faith or as simple credulity on their 
part. Deaf persons professed to hear 
for the first time. One of those who 
claimed to experience relief was Rev: 
Victor Henry himself, who said he had 
not raised one of his arms before in 
fourteen years. Numerous and wonder- 
ful were the cures with the result that 
‘the believers in Mr. Warnon increased 
greatly in numbers, and hardly any one 
dared to venture an expression of 
doubt. Whether the supposed cures will 
pave permanent time will doubtless 
tell. 

“Is that magnetism” Mr. Warnon 
would ask exultantly, and then he 
would comment: “Tf it is let us take 
it up and out of the mud of the world 
wash it in the blood of Jesus Christ 
and consecrate it upon the altar of the 


“These devout Catholics have lots of 
faith,’””’ he remarked as he dealt with 
a member of that denomination, and 
then: “I thank God I’m no bigot, and 
when I get:to heaven I'll meet lots of 
my sister and brother Catholics there.’’ 

So it went on until a late hour—a 
supposed cure (possibly a genuine one, 
for reasons. which can easily enough be 
explained) and then a little boast over 
it, effusive “‘Give God 
the glory, -brother,” and an occasional 
“Let God’s people say 
He was all ostentation and 
domination, but, taken altogether, he 
behaved himself much better than he 
had been known to before in this city.

OPINIONS OF MINISTERS. 
What is Thought of Rev. Mr. Warnon’s 
Work. 

The local religious world isa little 
slow to pass judgment upon the faith- 
curist, but it is the current opinion 
among the clergy that all is not right 
with Mr. Warnon. e most. general 
belief seems to be that he is a mis- 
guided fanatic. There is, however, an 
undercurrent of sentiment which sus- 
piciously regards him as a vulgar pre- 
tendes.

offered a condemnatory resolution with 
that end in view. It was ae very 
strongly worded resolution, too. How- 
ever, after a discussion lasting for 


| about half an hour—a discussion which 


was only cut short because the time 
came to adjourn the meeting—it was 
decid not to adopt the resolution, a 
sort of compromise being effected, ,in- 
stead, in agreeing to listen to a paper 
on modern faith-cures which Dr. Will- 
iams is to read at the next meeting. 
The reason for the failure to adopt 
the resolution was found in the fear 
of some of the ministers that, after all 
Warnon was possibly being used for a 
divine purpose, and they recalled the 
words of tbe counsellor Gamaliel of 
apostolic times, to-wit: “‘Refrain from 
these men and let them alone, for if 
this counsel or this work be of men it 
will come to naught, but if it be of 
God, ye cannot overthrow it, lest haply 
ye be found even to fight against God.’’ 
The Times’ criticism of Warnon’s 
manner and methods .was alluded to 
and was considered fully justified. The 
next meeting of the alliance will be held 
on the fourth Monday of February. 
Rev. M. H. Stine, the pastor of the 
English Lutheran Church, who presided 
over the meeting for the time being, 
remarked to a Times representative 
yesterday that there was a great deal 
of fanaticism, anywey, in this city, 
particularly of the faith cure kind. 
Rev. John W. Campbell, pastor of the

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Bulletin for the Southern California Weather 
Bureau. 

Following is the weather and crop 
bulletin of the . Southern California 
Weather Service for, the week ending 
January 29: 

The weather during the past week 
was considéfably warmer than has pre- 
vailed for some time t, but was not 
as warm as desired for rapid ripening 
of citrus fruits. Generally clear weath- 
er prevailed with an occasional night 
fog in the coast districts. No rain fell, 
and the deficiency in miosture is becom- 
ing quite marked, as shown by the slow 
growth of grain and Plowing 
and seeding continues notwithstanding 
the lack of moisture in the soil. Decid- 
uous tree planting has begun, with an- 
ticipation of a large acreage being set 
out. Detailed reports follow: 


been cool and clear but no frost. Seed- 
ing is mostly done except for hay. 
Pasture is getting fine and stock is 
improving. Plowing for su crops 
will soon be in order. 

Ventura county — Bardsdale: The

Los Angelés county—Pasadena: Warm 
dry weather was followed on the 29th 
by cooler, with fog.

Im- 
mense quantities of deciduous fruit 
trees are being set Out. Duarte: the past 
week was quite warm and favorable 
for the growth of all crops, especially 
barley and wheat. Not many oranges 
are being shipped at present. Covina 
The past week hasbeen warm and dry. 
Plowing for grain continues without 
interruption; Oranges are being shipped 
through the growers’ association. Po- 
mona: Now that oranges are being 
picked for shipping it is found that the 
percentage of frosted fruit is less than 
the estimate of 1 per cent. One man 
who believed that 30 per cent. of his 
fruit was frosted thered fifty-three 
boxes a few days since and says he is 
agreeably surprised at the little dam- 
age done. It is evident that the per 
cent. is rather over n under esti- 
mated of damage to the crop’ here. 

Orange county—Anaheim: The weath- 
er has been cool and dry with heavy 
fogs at night. Surveyors are running 
the new line from here to the sugar 
factory. 

San Diego county—Escondido: Warm 
weather is bringing up grain and grass 
nicely; plowing and sowing is still in 
progress anda larger acreage than ever 
before is being put in. Bernardo: The 


days have caused a slow growth of grain; 
rain is needed. San Diego city: Rain 
is needed as the soil is quite dry and 
feed has ceased to grow. Oranges are 
not ripening very fast, owing to contin- 
ued cool weather, some are coming in, 
but not as fast as is usually the case 
at this time of the year.

For violation of any of the above, a 
penalty of a fine not to exceed $100, or 
imprisonment not to exceed 100 days, or 
both, is affixed. e ordinance fixing a 
license of, $75 a month upon all rooms 
where gambling or games of chance are 
played, for money or anything of value 
except for meals, drinks or cigars served 
at the place, was adopted, Trustee Pot- 
ter alone refusing to vote in the affirma- 
tive.

CRAZED BY GRIP. 


Suicide of a Recent Arrival from 
Arkansas. 


William Bogan, While in a Fit of Despond- 


ency, Blows Out His Brains—Sick- 
ness Was the Cause of 
the Deed.

William Bogan, a young man about 
30 years of age, from Hazel Valley, 
Washington county, Ark., committed 
suicide ih his room at the Natick House 
yesterday afternoon, while temporarily 
deranged from the effects of the grip. 
_ Bogan and two younger men, George 
and Napoleon B. Arnett, arrived in 
this city from Fayetteville, Ark., Tues- 
day afternoon and accompanied by two 
chance acquaintances whom they met 
on the train, registered at the Natick 
House. The Arnétt boys; who are 
cousins, and distantly related to Bo- 
gan, occupied a double hed in the 
same reom with the deceased, who was 
suffering from an attack of the grip, 
and frequently complained both during 
their journey out here and after their 
arrival of pains in his head. When the 
trio retired on Tuesday night the 
younger Arnett removed a loaded pis- 
tol, a 38-calibre Harrington & Brown, 
five-chambered revolver, 
pocket and placed it in one of the 
drawers in the bureau. 

Yesterday morning after breakfast 
the Arnetts and their train acquain- 
tances went for a stroll around town, 
but Bogan returned to his room, stat- 
ing that he felt too sick to accompany 
them. Upon their return, about 2 
o'clock, the’ Arnetts found Bogan in 
bed, and after a short conversation 
with him, during which he told them 
that he did not know whether he 
should stay or not, but that if they 
wanted to go back home he would let 
them have the money to do so, as he 
had about $80, they left him, promising 
to return in a little while. Their next 
visit to the room was at 6:30 o'clock, 
when to their surprise they found the 
door locked upon the inside. Receiving 
no response to their knocks they 
sought the assistance of one of the 
clerks, and finally the younger Arnett 
climbed over the transom and opened 
the door. The,room being dark, one of 
the Arnetts stepped over to the side 
of the bed and putting out his hand 
to feel whether or not Bogan was on 
the bed was startled by touching the 
pistol. The 
picture was revealed, for on thé~béed 
lay Bogan, still breathing, with a bul- 
let hole in the center of his forehead, 
from which brains and blood were ooz- 
ing, while the pillow beneath his head 
was saturated with gore. The pistol, 
which had evidently dropped from Bo- 
gan’s nerveless hand immediately after 
receiving his ‘self-inflicted wound, lay 
upon the sheet by his side, in one of its 
chambers being an empty certridge. 

The matter was at once reported to 
the police and Bogan was conveyed to 
the Receiving Hospital, but expired al- 
most immediately after being removed 
from the patrol wagon. In his pockets 
were found $80 in curr2acy, $4.30 in sil. 
ver, a certificate of deposit for $480 
from the Washington Ccunty Bank of 
Fayetteville, Ark., a gold ‘watch, and 
two or three business letters addressed 
to himself. No note, or writing of any 


kind, assigning any reason for his self 


destruction or indicating that his last 
act was premeditated was found either 
in the room or upon his person. 

Immediately after Bogan’s death the 
Coroner was notified by the police and 
the body removed to the morgue, where 
an inquest will be held today.
